Gentlemhn, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  you  with  my  report  on  the  health 
of  your  district  during  1909. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  2,331  acres. 

The  total  population  of  the  district  estimated  to  the  middle  of 
the  year,  is  15,399. 

The  civilian  population  numbers  9,333. 

The  total  death-rate  is  6’8  per  1,000  living,  as  against  7T  in 
1908  and  6 4 in  1907. 

The  civilian  death-rate  is  8*5  per  1,000  living,  as  against  9*3 
in  1908  and  9 0 in  1907. 

The  total  birth-rate  is  15*2  per  1,000  living,  as  against  18T  in 
1908  and  18  2 in  1907. 

The  civilian  birth-rate  is  19’9  per  1,000  living  as  against  22  7 
in  1908  and  22*0  in  1907. 

The  District  is  partly  Urban,  partly  Rural,  and  contains  the 
North  Camp.  It  is  triangular  in  shape,  bounded  on  the  east  side 
by  the  River  Blackwater,  which  joins  the  Cove  Brook  on  the  north, 
forming  the  apex  of  the  triangle  ; the  base  of  the  triangle  is  a line 
drawn  from  tlie  bridge  over  the  Blackwater  near  the  North  Camp 
Station  (S.E.R.)  to  a point  a few  yards  from  where  the  Portsmouth 
Road  crosses  the  Basingstoke  Canal. 

The  altitude  above  sea  level  varies  from  273  feet  near  the 
Queen’s  Hotel,  to  202  feet  in  the  apex  of  the  triangle,  at  the  junction 
of  the  Gove  Brook  and  the  River  Blackwater. 
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There  is  a general  slope  from  the  highest  point  towards  the 
north  and  east. 

The  soil  consists  of  about  30  feet  of  sandy  gravel  overlying  the 
Bagshot  sands,  the  chalk  being  at  a depth  of  about  350  feet. 

In  the  low-lying  portions  of  the  district  the  sub-soil  water  is 
within  two  or  three  feet  of  the  surface  ; in  the  higher  parts  it  is  at 
a depth  of  about  30  feet. 

The  population  may  conveniently  be  divided  into  a military 
portion  stationed  in  the  North  Camp,  and  a civilian  portion. 

There  is  no  special  industry  carried  on  in  the  district,  the 
working  classes  consisting  of  labourers,  artisans  and  soldiers. 

Twenty-two  new  houses  have  been  certified  as  fit  for  habitation 
during  the  year,  making  a total  of  1,635,  exclusive  of  North  Camp. 
This  gives  5 7 persons  per  house,  as  against  5*5  in  1908  and  4*9  in 

1901. 

The  increase  in  population  gives  6*6  persons  per  acre,  as  against 
6*3  in  1908  and  6*1  in  1907. 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  derived  partly  from  shallow 
wells,  and  partly  from  the  Frimleyand  Farnborough  District  Water 
Company. 

The  Water  Company  have  now  protected  the  conduits  in  the 
railway  cuttings. 

Eight  old  and  seventeen  new  houses  have  been  connected  with 
the  Water  Company’s  mains.  The  number  still  unconnected  is  125. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  was  106 
as  against  106  in  1908  and  96  in  1907. 

The  correction,  made  for  deaths  of  residents  occurring  in  public 
institutions  outside  the  district,  and  dt  aths  of  non-residents  occurring 
in  public  institutions  in  the  district,  brings  the  numbers  to  105  as 
against  107  in  1908  and  93  in  1907. 

Twenty-five  of  the  deaths  belong  to  North  Camp,  and  80  to 
Farnborough,  as  against  24  and  83  respectively  in  1908. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  was  17,  as  against  37  in 
1908  and  28  in  1907. 

Among  the  civilian  population  the  number  of  deaths  under  one 
year  was  12,  as  against  25  in  1908,  and  23  in  1907. 

The  death-rate  for  infants  under  one  year  was  72*3  per  1,000 
births  registered,  as  against  137*5  in  1908,  and  106*9  in  1907. 

The  civilian  rate  was  64*5  per  1,000  births,  as  against  123*1  in 
1908,  and  122*3  in  1907. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  was  0*12  per  1,000  living,  for  the 
whole  district,  and  for  the  civilian  portion  0*10  as  against  0 67  and 
0 67  respectively  in  1908. 
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Among  the  civilian  population  there  were  seven  deaths  from 
phthisis,  seven  from  cancer,  and  four  from  other  tuberculous 
diseases. 

Fifty-one  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  notified  during 
the  year.

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Aldershot  Isolation 
Hospital  to  take  infectious  cases. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  an  alformant  lamp  and  formalin 
spray ; blankets,  etc.,  being  sent  to  the  Aldershot  steam  disinfector, 
when  necessary. 

The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  being  larger  than 
usual,  was  due  to  an  outbreak  in  a public  institution. 

Six  samples  of  water  and  11  of  sewage  effluent  have  been 
analysed  during  the  year,  in  addition  to  a number  of  special 
analyses  of  the  water  from  the  public  supply. 

House  refuse  is  collected  by  the  Council’s  carts,  which  call  at 
every  house  in  the  district  once  a week,  and  conveyed  to  suitable 
tips. 

Stable  refuse  is  removed  by  the  occupiers. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  district. 

The  condition  of  the  tenement  lodging  houses  is  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  new  slaugliter  houses,  and  the  existing  ones  are  in 
good  condition. 

All  the  cowsheds  and  milkshops  in  the  district  have  been 
regularly  inspected  and  are  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

There  are  12  bakehouses  in  the  district,  all  of  which  are 
satisfactory. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  all  the  factories  are  in  good 
order. 

There  are  49  workshops,  6 domestic  workshops,  and  five 
outworkers  in  the  district.  They  have  all  been  inspected,  and  are 
in  good  order. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  deals  fully  with  nuisances. 

I made  a special  report  in  conjunction  with  the  Surveyor,  on 
the  Frimley  and  Farnborongh  Water  Company’s  Bill. 
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I also  made  a special  report  on  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations 
and  Memorandum,  and  have  now  to  report  at  the  request  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  that  the  Council  did  not  see  fit  to  adopt 
any  of  the  recommendations  contained  in  that  report- 

I also  made  a special  report  on  the  rubbish  tip  at  Ash  Vale. 

With  regard  to  meat  inspection,  your  JSanitary  Inspector  has 
the  certificate  of  the  Sanitary  Institute  as  an  Inspector  of  Meat  and 
other  Foods,  he  visits  the  slaughter  houses  at  time  of  slaughtering. 
One  carcase  of  beef  and  one  pig  were  found  to  be  tuberculous. 
Only  the  lungs  in  the  beef  were  affected  and  only  the  liver  very 
slightly  in  the  case  of  the  pig.  In  each  case  the  part  affected  was 
destroyed. 

Part  III  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act  1907,  has 
been  adopted  in  this  district,  but  did  not  come  into  force  until 
Lecember. 

There  are  nineteen  privies  in  the  district. 

Two  privies  have  been  abolished  and  water  closets  substituted 
during  the  year. 

Water  closets  only  are  still  allowed  to  be  erected. 

During  the  past  seven  years  a new  sewerage  scheme  has  been 
carried  out  and  162  privies  and  74  cesspools  abolished  ; the  privies 
were  converted  into  water  closets. 

The  Sanitary  Committee  have  given  instructions  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector  to  call  in  a Veterinary 
Surgeon  in  any  case  where  they  suspect  tuberculosis  in  dairy  cows, 
Frequent  samples  of  milk  are  taken  and  examined  bacteriologically 
but  tubercle  has  not  be  found  in  any  sample  up  to  the  present. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  has  not  been  adopted. 

I would  again  draw  the  attention  of  the  Counci  to  the  dusty 
condition  of  the  roads  in  dry  weather,  and  recommend  them  to  take 
further  steps  to  deal  with  this  nuisance. 

I must  again  express  my  thanks  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for 
his  valuable  help  during  the  year.

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Sanitary  Inspector’s  Annual  Report 

for  1909. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Munhevs  of  the 

Farnborough  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemkn, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  of  the 
work  carried  oui  in  your  Health  Department  during  the  year  ended 
December  dlst,  1909. 

Inspection  of  the  Disttict. — Periodical  and  systematic 
inspections  of  the  districG  iiave  been  made,  in  accordance  with  the 
General  Oiders  of  the  Local  Government  Board  and  the  Public 
Health  Ads,  etc.  ; in  all  cases  where  nuisances  or  structural  defects 
were  found  to  exist,  verbal  or  written  notices  were  given  to  remedy 
the  defects  foithvvith. 

Compiciints. — Forty  complaints  of  nuisance  were  received 
and  immediately  investigated.  In  twenty-two  instances  no  nuisance 
injurious  to  healtli  existed.  Where  a nuisance  was  found  to  exist, 
immediate  steps  were  taken  to  secure  its  abatement. 

[Notices  v^erved.— Two  hundred  and  twelve  preliminary 
written  notices  and  80  verbal  notices  have  been  issued  for  the 
abatement  (d‘  nuisances  and  for  enforcing  the  requirements  of  the 
various  Public  Health  Acts,  etc.,  and  of  these  267  were  complied 
with  without  further  notice  ; 5 are  at  present  under  observation. 

Four  een  nuisances  in  hand  from  last  year  have  been  abated. 

Twenty  statutory  notices  were  served  and  complied  with,  of 
these

root;'  Li-spccfion. — During  the  year  258  visits  have  been 
nind  to  preno  se.s  where  food  was  exposed  or  in  preparation  for  sale, 
intdudiiig  72  \i-its  to  slaughter-houses;  many  of  these  visits  were 
Mfuir  iit  l iM'  oiiiB  of  slaughtering. 
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In  one  insta,tice  the  carca=?e  of  a heifer  was  ff)nnd  to  he 
tuberculous,  but  as  tlie  (Hsease  was  localised,  the  effected  parts  only 
were  condeiiiued,  in  accordance  with  the  Ueconimendations  of  the 
Royal  Commission. 

In  another  instance  tubercle  was  found  to  be  present  in  the 
carcase  of  a pig  which  had  been  slaughtered  in  mv  presence,  and 
although  it  is  customary  to  seize  pork  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Royal  Commission,  the  disease,  in  this  case, 
being  so  very  slight,  and  confined  to  the  liver,  the  carcase  was 
passed,  afier  conferring  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The 
liver  only  lieing  destroyed. 

Two  seizures  of  unsound  fish  were  made  and  proceedings  were 
taken  against  the  offenders,  in  each  case  convictions  were  recorded. 

In  addition  to  the  inspection  of  shops,  a considerable  quantity 
of  food,  exposed  for  sale  on  hawkers’  carts,  has  been  examined. 

Two  samples  of  Ice  Cream,  one  sample  of  Ice  Cream  Powder, 
and  one  sample  of  Soda  Water  have  been  taken  and  submitted  to 
the  Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health  for  bacteriological  examination. 
One  sample  of  Ice  Cream  was  reported  to  be  “ grossly  contami- 
nated.” The  Vendor’s  attention  was  drawn  to  the  matter,  and  he 
was  requested  to  observe  more  hygienic  methods  in  the  manu- 
facture of  the  article  in  future.

Drainage. — The  drains  of  27  houses  have  been  re-constructed, 
in  each  case  the  hydraulic  test  has  been  applied  on  completion. 

The  drains  of  66  houses  have  been  cleansed  and  amended 
where  defective.  Two  cesspools  have  been  abolished  and  the  house 
drainage  connected  with  the  public  sewers. 
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^!aug’htcr=hou.scs. — There  are  three  licensed  slaughter- 
houses in  the  district,  77  visits  have  been  made  duriiig  the  year  ; 
on  many  occasions  the  visits  were  when  slaughtering  was  in 
progress. 

The  premises  are  usually  maintained  in  a sanitary  condition, 
any  contravention  of  the  Byelaws,  etc.,  receiving  instant  attention 
on  being  pointed  out  to  the  occupier. 

Offensive  i rades. — One  application  was  received  during 
the  year  for  permission  to  establish  tlie  trade  of  tripe  boiling,  but 
as  the  premises  were  unsuitable  the  Council  declined  to  grant  the 
application.  In  accordance  with  your  instructions  a copy  of  the 
recommendation  made  by.  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  of 
structural  alterations,  etc.,  which  would  be  necessary  to  render  the 
premises  fit  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  such  a trade,  were 
forwarded  to  the  applicant. 

Da  irics,  Cowsheds,  and  Plilkshops. — 'Ihe  register 
kept  in  accordance  with  Article  6,  Clause  2,  of  the  Dairies,  Cow- 
sheds, and  Milkshop  Order,  1885,  has  been  revised,  and  contains 
the  names  of  5 cow-keepers  and  29  purveyors  of  milk  ; 6 purveyors 
of  milk  have  been  registered  and  two  have  ceased  to  carry  on  the 
trade,  making  a total  of  5 more  than  last  year. 

Sixty-three  visits  have  been  made  to  the  dairies  and  cowsheds 
during  the  year;  the  premises  have  usually  been  found  to  be  in  a 
most  satisfactory  sanitary  condition,  any  contravention  of  the 
Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshop  Order,  1885,  or  of  the  llegulations 
made  thereunder,  has  been  immediately  remedied  upon  the 
occupiers’  attention  being  drawn  to  the  same. 

Four  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  and  forwarded  to  the 
Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health  to  be  bacteriologically  examined  for 
tubercle  and  the  presence  of  dirt. 

Each  sample  was  favourably  reported  upon  as  regards  tubercle,, 
but  two  samples  were  reported  to  be  below  the  “ usually  accepteil 
standard  of  a pure  inillc  supply”  ; in  both  instances  the  milk  was 
supplied  from  dairies  outside  your  district,  and  your  Committee 
gave  instructions  for  the  matter  to  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  the  districts  concerned. 

In  one  instance  the  milk  came  a very  long  railway  journey, 
and  it  wns  suggested  the  contamination  took  place  in  the  course  of 
transmission.  The  dairyman  took  up  the  matter  with  the  wholesale 
dealer,  and  the  milk  is  now  forwarded  in  churns  fitted  with  dust- 
proof  covers. 

Printed  notices  setting  forth  in  full  Sec.  53  and  54  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1007,  which  require  dairymen,  iu 
cases  where  infectious  disease  is  attributable  to  milk,  to  furnish  the 
local  authority  with  a complete  list  of  dairies  and  farms,  or  places 
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from  which  his  milk  supply  is  derived,  or  has  been  derived  during 
the  past  six  weeks,  also  for  the  notification  by  the  dairyman  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  among  persons 
engaged  in  or  in  connection  with  his  dairy. 

Bakehouses. — There  are  12  bakehouses  on  the  register  ; 
twenty-six  visits  have  been  made  at  irregular  intervals,  and  with 
one  exception  the  premises  have  been  kept  in  good  order.  In  one 
case  I found  it  necessary  to  severely  caution  the  occupier  with 
regard  to  the  insanitary  condition  of  the  interior  of  the  bakehouse 
and  its  surroundings,  and,  although  the  conditions  were  immediately 
remedied,  1 regret  to  say  that,  unless  the  premises  are  kept  under 
close  and  continual  observation,  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  soon 
recur. 

Three  verbal  notices  to  limewash  bakehouses  were  immediately 
complied  with. 

Workshops. — There  are  49  workshops  on  the  register,  being 
7 more  than  last  year  ; eight  workshops  have  been  registered  during 
the  year,  and  were  duly  inspected,  and  one  struck  off,  having  ceased 
to  exist. 

Fifty-four  inspections  have  been  made  and  2 written  notices 
served  and  complied  with. 

Five  no! ices  of  occupation  of  workshops  have  been  received 
from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  in  pursuance  of  Sec.  127  of  the 
Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. 

Four  notices  of  failure  to  affix  abstract  have  been  forwarded 
by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  in  pursuance  of  Sec.  133  of  the 
Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901.

There  are  6 domestic  workshops  in  the  district,  being  3 less 
than  last  year,  the  work  carried  on  is  boot  and  shoe  repairs. 

Outworkers. — Seven  lists  of  outworkers  were  received,  in 
accordance  with  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901,  Sec.  107, 
containing  the  names  and  addresses  of  20  outworkers.  Nine  of  these 
names  and  addresses  were  forwarded  to  the  local  authorities  of  the 
districts  where  the  outworkers  resided.  Two  names  and  addresses 
were  received  from  another  authority. 

Nineteen  visits  have  been  made  to  the  homes  of  the  outworkers 
residing  within  your  district,  and  when  necessary,  the  importance 
of  observing  strict  cleanliness  in  the  home,  has  been  urged  upon 
the  workers. 

One  notice  to  cleanse  and  whitewash  the  workroom  has  been 
served  and  complied  with. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890=1903. 

— Five  houses  were  reported  to  be  unfit  for  habitation,  and  the 
Council,  having  expressed  the  opinion  that  they  were  not  reason- 
ably capable  of  being  made  so  fit,  gave  instructions  for  proceedings 
to  be  taken  against  the  owner,  which  resulted  in  a closing  order 
being  obtained  with  costs  against  the  owner. 

Five  houses  have  been  rendered  fib  for  habitation  by  the 
provision  of  damp-proof  courses  and  other  means  adopted  for  the 
prevention  of  dampness,  re-construction  of  drains  and  other 
structural  repairs. 

Water  Analysis. — Two  samples  of  well  water  were  collected 
during  the  year  and  submitted  for  analysis ; both  w'ere  satisfactory. 

Four  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  house  service  taps  in 
different  parts  of  your  district,  connected  directly  with  the  Company’s 
mains,  and  forwarded  to  the  Eoyal  Institute  of  Public  Healtn  for 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examination. 

Infectious  Disease  and  Disinfection. — Thirty-four 
cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  notified  during  the  year  from 
the  civil  population,  including  2 erysipelas.  Each  case  was 
promptly  visited  and  enquiries  made  as  to  the  probable  source  of 
infection  and  means  of  isolation  ; whenever  possible  cases  have 
been  isolated  in  their  own  homes,  and  printed  instruction  issued  for 
the  guidance  of  those  having  charge  of  the  infected  patients ; 
disinfectants  have  also  been  gratutiously  supplied  and  frequent 
visits  made  at  irregular  intervals.  Eight  cases  were  removed  to 
the  Aldershot  Isolation  Hospital. 

Thirty-nine  rooms  and  the  contents  have  been  disinfected  after 
infectious  disease,  at  the  public  cost.  Tlie  rooms  are  first  sprayed 
with  a dilute  solution  of  formalin  and  afterwards  fumigated,  the 
formalin  lamp  being  used  for  this  purpose. 

After  disinfection,  the  walls,  woodwork  and  ceilings  of  the 
infected  rooms  have  been  thoroughly  cleansed  and  whitewashed. 
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Ill  addition  to  the  above,  the  following  disinfections  have  been 
carried  out  : — County  Council  Infants’  (temporary),  North 
Farnborough,  North  Farnborough  Mixed  School  ; S.  Mark’s 
Infants’,  Queen’s  Road  ; County  Council  Infants’  (temporary), 
Lynchford  Road.  Also  by  request,  5 rooms  occupied  by  persons 
suffering  from  plithisis,  besides  a number  of  rooms  after  measles, 
whooping  cough  and  chicken  pox.
